and is at least one of colon cancer, kidney cancer, bladder cancer, prostate cancer, breast cancer, 
lung cancer or ovarian cancer, 

comprising administering to a subjected in need thereof an effective amount of a 
composition which comprises an antibody which binds to pro-HB-EGF and which blocks the 
processing of said pro-HB-EGF. 

Claim 14. (New) The method according to claim 13, wherein the antibody inhibits 

activation of a growth-factor receptor of the EGFR family. 

Claim 15. (New) The method according to claim 13, wherein the growth- factor 

receptor of the EGFR family is HER-2, HER- 3 or HER-4. 

Claim 16. (New) The method according to claim 13 for the treatment of cell 

proliferation, cell migration, invasivity or anti-apoptosis in a cancer. 

Claim 17. (New) A method for the treatment of cell proliferation, cell migration, 

invasivity or anti-apoptosis in a cancer, 

wherein said cancer is associated with increased G-protein mediated signal transduction 
and is at least one of colon cancer, kidney cancer, bladder cancer, prostate cancer, breast cancer, 
lung cancer or ovarian cancer,
